WiioiisTocii, OiK., .March l,"i. — Bur- 
cIk'U has speul a very iiuiel time since 
Thursday aftcnioon, as all the viaitora 
who have called liHVc been Itirncdaway. 
'\'esterday (!.'liarle3 P.uck, who lives on 
Lot 2, .Second Conces.-^ion, Bieiiheini, 
half a mile from the Kcene of the niur- 
di'r, accompanied by Detective Murray, 
called al tho jaiLlo identify the prison- 
er. Buck waa driving home from 
Woodstock on Monday, Fobruiiry 17tli, 
the day on which the murder is sup- 
posed to have been coniiiiitted, and 
^wlieii at the corner ol the .Second Con- 
oesaion and the croKsroad.s running 
north from Eastwood, about 2:,'1()

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BOOM IN THE COUNTRY. 

Our corruspouilent, "Musun," whoso 
letter appeared in ycstcrduy'H iysuc, waii 
quite right in trying to Jidduiiclo tlio niun 
wli'o can (inci iiotlung to do in .San i''riui- 
ciscu from coining to Victoriii for work. 
But it niUMt be rembured that Vicluriu 
is not British Columbia.' - ' in this" pro- 
vince, as iu all other parte' of the cou- 
ttueut, people are lou foud of Uockiug 
into tlio towns, it cuu bo easily uuder- 
atood lhattlicie is employ incut in even u 
large city for only a limited iiuiiibui- ol 
peruouB. It does nut take long to ovur- 
itock a town with clerks, ineobauicsttud 
unskilled laborers. When that is 
the caBe new coiners , fiudiug 
they can got uothiug to do , 
givo tlio country a bad uuiiic, 
The province on the whole may bo suf- 
fering for want of labor to develop its 
robources while tlieie are uuiuberj in 
the tovviu unable to tiiul work, it can- 
not be too often repeated — it is not the 
towiiB of a new country that most re- 
quire moil, but the country. U'lie iiew- 
oonier should make up his niiiul uoL to 
linger about the town or village in hopes 
of linding an easy j<jb, but to go to the 
country where there is plenty of land 
lying idle. The life in the country may 
be for a time rough and the faro not 
exactly luxurious, but iudependen 
is to be gained there. British Columbia 
does not yet produce bread or meat, or 
fruit, or even vegel.ibles enough for its 
own consumption. It imports butter 
and oggs. All these uecessarius can be 
produced hero in abundance aud, for 
lime at least, most of them will bring 
what is considered ui the east higl 
prices. ^Vluil is wanted in thiaprovinci 
are more proiiucers. A little capital i; 
needed by the newcomer, but he must 
have, besides, a determination to work 
and the pluok to stick at it iu 'spite of a 
few, difBqulties. The fanner works iu 
this province under very favorable con- 
ditions. Tlie .soil is good to begin with. 
Tho working season is long and mild. 
Tho climate is especially favorable, and 
it will bo his owu fault if he does not 
succeed. But the inmiigraut must eo 
where work is. waiting for him, and 
that, generally speaking, is not in the 
towns. They are full enough. But tha 
country is comparatively empty, and 
the man who wants umploynient uoed 
. not be idle there. 
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HA HDL r FliA CTIOA BLE. 

Mr. Duck's KlecLiou Regulation 
Bill, which makes personal soliiiitation 
by candidates at elections illegal, is the 
kind of legislation which is too jgpod for 



this wicked world. Wheil "men'.arrive 
at the idnal standard cf intelligence 
and vfioA citi/.enship canvassing will be- 
come olnolete. Thero are int'ii even 
now who feci offended if llioy are asked 
to vote for a particular candidate, but 
they are in a very small minority. The 
great majority of electors expect to be 
aabifid for their .vot^, and, they feel 
alighted if the candidate or his'repre- 
sentative does not visit them for the ex- 
press purpose of eoliciting their votes 
and interest. " What is not worth ask 
ing for," lliey reason, "is not 
worth having." The patriotic oiti 
zeii..,;, who wants to see, . elec- 
tions pure and free should feel 
thankful if candidates stopped 
personal solicitation. Very little hfirin 
would 1)0 dune if tlie elector was eijjoied 
to no otlier iiilluciu'e than moral simsion 
applied by the candidates and their 
friends. The weak-kneed elector who 
finds ' it impossible to say "no" to a 
friend or friend's friend, would bo auffi- 
cienlly protected by tho ballot. In the 
quiet recess ef tho polling booth he 
would be free from tbu reproachfu 
looks aud tho cutting remonstrances of 
the men against whom ho voted, and he 
has generally sense enough to keep his 
owu •ecrec. 

Tho records of tlie courts .iljow that 
inlluenci's, which are properly call- 
ed corrupt, are used at almost 
every election, and that although the 
law Against bribery and corruptira and 
intimidation is oxcsedingly severe doc- 
tors aro in nearly every part of the 
Uoniinioii bribed, corrupted and intimi- 
dated. If iiiijii who are interested in 
elections cannol be iweveiited frinii do- 
ing what thuy know to be wrong, how 
are they to be hindered from doing 
what they sea no harm in ? Who \a 
there in this coinmunity that can be 
made to believe that there is anything 
wrong, morally or p<ditically, in asking 
a man for his vote, and in trying to per- 
suade hia neighbor in a (juiet way that 
the candidate whom he favors is the 
man for whom it is his friend's interest 
to vote? Ho offers him no inducoment 
to vote, not so much as a cup of tea. 
His conucience, so far from telling liiiii 
he is doing wrong in trying to gel men 
to vote on the right Bide, approves of 
bis efforts, and it may be, reproaches 
him for notbelntr more, jcealous. 

Mr.,Duuk is too inteUigent.a man not 
to know that the legislator who does 
not have the public oonaoienco with 
iiini works in vain. It is the next 
thing to impossible to manufacture 
either a political or a Bocial crime 
When the law ia iu accordance with the 
pepplei's views of . what <, is,. right, it is 
generally obeyed ; but when the law 
makes that au ofTcnco which tho ma- 
jority believe to bo right or harmless, 
the enforcement of tho law is simply an 
iniposaibility. Mr. Duck's law, if he 
oan prevail upon a majority .if tho 
Legislative Aaaembly to vote for 
it, will be merely a dead letter. 
The oiily use that will bo miulo 
of it will ho to vitiate elections 
that were in all other rc!>riei.'ts fair. 
Botli parties will of conr.ie solicit voles. 
It will be inipossiblo to prevent solicita- 
tion. Tho loehig party will find some 



cases of BoHoitMlon and a protest will 

bo ontorod agniust tho election. It will 
bo no clofonco to plead thf.t sQlioitation 
way, alao resorted to by tho other 
party. The election will bo deolarod 
illegal and thsro will bo another con- 
test and the process will be repeated in- 
doijniUly. The law wUl give plenty of 
business to tho election courts, and will 
put fees into tho lawyers' ' pockets, but 
it will not do the least good to any one. 

Besides, in the present condition 
of society as regards political 
knowledge we are not at all sure that 
solicitation 'ov canvassing is not a good 
thuag. It is one of the means wo have 
of educating the people in politics and 
of inducing them to take an interest in 
public afFiiirs. There nro many electors 
in every community who do not bother 
their heads about politics,. Dominion, 
provincial or municipal! " They are im- 
niorsed in their private concerns, ami 
they take no interest in public affairs of 
a'.y kind. Tliey have no idea of tlie 
iluties of citizenship. It ia only when 
the canvasser comes round that thoy 
realize tltatthey have anything to 4o with 
the government of the community. The 
electioneering agent awakens their inter- 
eibt in public affairs or excites their curi- 
osity. He sets them thinkuig, and a 
certain percentage of them are roused 
to a sense of their duty, and when the 
procewi .ot mental stimulacion is repealed 
a' few times they take an interest in 
politics and become, after a while, 
public-spirited and intelligent (Mti/.eii.s. 
Solioitatioii, like every other good thing, 
■an bo alnisi.'d, but, on the whole, we are 
convinced that it does more good than 
liarm. The electors who are imposed 
upon by candidates and their eloquent 
agonts would, we think, be inllueiu ed 
their more active-minded fillnw- 
izens no matter what electoral system 
might be adopted. 

THK BANK BILL. 

The Dominion Uovernnient's Bank liill 
as' ^esoribed by our Ottawa corrcspon- 
ilcnt appears to be a conservative mea- 
nire. It does not introduce into the 
banking .system of the country any 
startling changes. The arrangenieiil by 
wiiich the notes of chartered banks 
must be taken at par iu every part of the 
Dominion is one that will be found to 
bo convenient to all claaaca of the com- 
munity. But the change, though bene- 
iicial, ia not in any respect radical. 

The eHtal)li«liiiient of a fund 1(U- the 
fdemptioii of the notes of insolvent 
banks will increase the confidence of 
the public in the banks, while it will 
not, we think, be in tho aligliteat 
degree burdensome to the banking 
corporations. Very little has been lust 
by the holders of l)a;ik notes in t'aiiaila. 
Nearly every bank thai failed has been 
able to redeem its notes. Tho law, as 
it should have done, has -worked m) us 
to secure the- holders of notes. .Some 
hav6 lost through the want of con- 
fidence in' the efficacy of the law, or 
because they feared that nothing could 
be got out of the wreck. These 
polled by necessity or under the ir.iui .'iiee 
of panic, h»,ve submitted to a shave, hut 
those note holders who have kept cool, 
or those who could afford to wait, have 
lost very little, even in casea of failure 
that were at first reported to 
bo very bad indeed. Under the 
new law tlio holders of bank 
notes will, we presume, have 
tho same security aa they had 
under the old law, with the additional 
one afforded by the redemption fund. 
It does not appear to lis that if banking 
business is done in the future as it has 
been done iu the past, there will 
over be a very severe drain on this 
fund. 

; The limitation of the number of banks 
is intended still further to secure the 

public. Weak banks imprudently man- 
aged soon come to grief. The crisis 
which a strong hank can easily tide over 
may utterly wreck a weak one. It is to 
bo hoped, however, that the new meas- 
ure will not have a tendency to create 
aud foster big banking monopolies. 

Bank inspecting and bank 
auditing by Uovei iiiiieiit have never 
been found to be a.s sati.sfactory in 
practice as they appeared to lie in tlie- 
ory, and it is not likely that the Dom- 
inion Government audit will be any'ex- 
ception to the rule. But this provision, 
like all the otiiers, is for tho better se- 
curity of the pulilic. This important 
iiicaBure will no doubt rci.'cive the nio.st 
careful consideration at the bands of the 
representatives of tho pecplc, and if 
there is a weak spot in it, it will bo dis- 
covered aud set right.

Prayers by Rev. Dr. Reid. 

O.V TIIK I'HASKIl IIIVKK. 
Mr. Ciiiiiiiugliam moved, seconded by 
Hon. Mr. Holiaon: " VVIieruaa the dc- 
velopiiiciit of the ltitnlie.''ng, fanning, 
and tishiiig iiuliislrii^s nro.seciUod on the 
banks of liic Fraser i{iver, and in the 
adjoiniii).' ciniiilry, baa resulted in a 
large increase in the export trail.; of the 
province; and whereas the constantly 
increasing invu.^lIllel:l of capital in these 
industries lends still furtlier in tho same 
direction; iind whereas hitherto iiiucli 
dillicnlty li;is been experienced in in- 
ducing vessels lo accept chnrters invol- 
ving the navigation of the Fraser River, 
owing to the iiiaecuracy of all cliarta 
thereof liereloforo published, the imiile- 
(piiile supply of buoys for marking the 
cliiiiiels, and the absence of a light-vessel 
on the .Sand Heads lo indicate the entrance 
to said channeU (thu existing light-house 
being now — owing to tho shifting of tlie 
eliaiiel from natural causes — some two 
miles from thu real channel). 

" Re it therefore resolved, that an 
humble address be presented to his hon- 
or tho lieu t. -governor praying — 

" Ist. That he will urge upon llie 
Dominion government tho inimediutc 
necessity of causing a ra-sunfev of the 
clianiiel of the Fruser river to''De.made, 
w ith a view to the issue, at an'^>farly 
dale, of a new chart of that portiin <if 
the river extending from tho ontronce 
thereto at the saudheods to a |)oiiit si.x 
miles above the corporate limits of tbe 
city of New Westminster, and suggest- 
iiiir thai if such survey could be made 
iiiider the supervision of the officers of 
Her .Majesty's ships stationed in these 
waters, the value of such charts would 
be greatly enhanced. 

" L'lid. That his honor will also urge 
upon the I )i>iiiinioii giiverniiieiil the 
necessity of (ilacing al the eiitraiiee of 
the said chiuniel, at the sand heads, a 
light-shi|) (which can be moored as the 
clmmiel shifts), furiiislicd with crew and 
appliances siiliicieiit lo ensure the pro- 
per placing and replacing when neces- 
sary of buoys, and to attend to con- 
servancy in general. 

" .'!rd. That hi:t honor will furtlier 
urge iipon the I )omiii ion government the 
absolute and ]) -essiiig necessity of iin- 
nicdiately jirovidiiig and keeping in re- 
serve a stipjily of bii.iys sutlieiunl to re- 
place those that may be froiii time to 
time carried away. " 

The hon. iiieinlier for Westiiiinster 
entered into an extended explonalioii of 
his resolution and the causes leading up 
to il. 

Hon. Mr. Rohsoii coniplimoiiled the 
iiieinber for Westminster city upon the 
maimer in which he had iiitroilnceil this 
important resolution. Tim industries of 
the Fraser were of very great import- 
ance, and could not be neglected by the 
Dominion government. Tovviia ami vil- 
lages were springing up all along the 
river, and the induatries of the land and 
river were being rapidly developed. 
The history of tbe Fraser reflected very 
little credit on the federargovernnient, 
and, fully endorsing the resolution, he 
would do his utmost to force the attcn 
tion of the Dominion government to be 
directed to it. 

Mr. Orr supported the resolution, ami 
referred to the attempts which he hud 
made ill the past lo iinluco the govern- 
ment to improve lliu navigation of the 
I'ra.ser. He hoped the governineiit 
would press the inutlur aa firmly as 
possible. ..^ 

Mr. T^adiier thought that altentiou 
should be directed to the delays to mails 
and passengers to and from Victoria 
caused by the alisencti of a proper light 
at the sand heads. The snag boat lying 
al Wes* niiister eiiiild also, he tlionglit, 
be eiupliiyed to replace the liiiuys when- 
ever necessary ; while all vvmilil adinil 
the great benelit to ships having made 
long ocean trips of coining into fresh 
water lo load, their buttoiiia being 
cleaned by the fresh water. 

Mr. Croft considered the Fraser the 
finest river ou the Pacific coast, and con- 
demned the policy of tho Dominion Gov- 
eriii.ient in regard to the Fraser aa cu- 
riously short-sighted. He diri'uti:il the 
atleiilioii of members to the works that 
had been done Oil the Coliiiiibia and on 
the Mississippi, and hoped tli:ii such re- 
presentations would be made al Dttaw.i, 
as would induce the Federal govern- 
ineiit to no longer neglect the mighty 
Fraser. 

Mr. Seniliii, while supporting the 
resolution, adv ised thai no reference bu 
made to the eiiiployincnl of naval ofli- 
cers in making the surveys; Canada had 
capable engineers under the government 
empliiy. 

Hun .Mr. Rob.son explainad that tho 
[iraeliri- of idilaiiiing the talent of iiaviil 
siirviyois was a common and iiroper 
one; ihey understood tho. work better 
than urdiii:Lry civil i iigiiieors could. 

The resolution c:u i led. 

Tin; r.:-.Ti MATKs, 

Mr, ( 'iiiii'iiigli;iiii, in resiiniiiig the dc- 
biite upon the estimates, coiii])limeiited 
llic finance minister on his able spceeli, 
iind the iirospei ity of the euiintry gene- 
rally. The expi-iidiliires had been wise- 
ly made (Mr. Ladner Hear, liear). Il 
was very unfair to altai.'k the govern- 
ment because llieir revenue exeeided 
the estiniafes; if lliiswiu llie only llnw 
ill their armor they were furluieite, 
.\ul Ul!.' suj-^estioii as lo how the gm- 
erniiieiit was lo improve ils iinliey li;ii! 
been advanced by the opposition, whose 
(Inly il was to propose iniproveiiiuiits. 
Tlie govcrnmuiil had been accused of 
tyruuny and oppressie;i, hut ho chal- 
lenged anyone lo pioiluou any 
witness beforu the conmiitteu now 
investigating educational maHora in 
substantiation of this chargo. The 
hon. member for Yale had insulted 
all school teachers by saying that they 
were as much slaves as iho down- 
trodden Poles. He was di.sappointiil 
that the opposition had formulatuil no 
policy with which to go beforo the 
electors ; tho present government had 
done more than any previous one for the 
country j and he advised th^i to if 
possible borrow a million or more of 
dollars at a low rate of intepeit and ex- 
pend it in the coiistriiction of roads and 
liriilgus in the agricultural districts. 
■\griculliire more than any Other indus- 
try leiiiiircd development. In British 
Columbia, if tlio province wuB to take 
tho place ill tho world which hor 
miturul adviuihigcs entitled her to. 

Mr. Ladner expressed his evorlaat ing 
gratiliido to the last speaker for his re- 
ference to the .waul of roads in West 
iiiiiiatcr district. On taking up tho es 
timates he, aa well a» every othor 
member of the House, was pleased 
to note the increase of reveiiiio. 
The governineiit was not responsible for 
the prosperity of the country in any 
way; a wave of ]irnsperily waa comin,-; 
northward and had jiiut about struck 
Rritiali (^olninbia. Tlicii the con 
striietion of the C. P.R. had also had a 
healthy elieet uaturally. Westminster 
istricf was the most sadly iieylucteil 
and badly abuseil in the eatimatea. Ilur 
oxpenililuro waa S'iLOOO for roads and 
bridges, while she coritrilnitcil $lti;i,0()(l 
to tho provincial levenue; Victoria, ('ow- 
iohan, Nanaimo and Coniov districts 
contributed loss than ,'J(i;t,fiO(), and Lhey 
receivud .*ully that sum. Until roads 
and bridges were constructed in 



Westminster disLriot it could not pros- 
per and the money would continue to go 
out of the province for what could very 
ir.iaily 1)0 produced therein. The appro- 
priation was iiisignifluantly small for 
New Weaniinster distriol^'V^COUSidering 
its importance and neceaaities^'its p'opu- 
lalion and its area. Surveys wore very 
necessary for Rritish Columbia, they 
ahould have been txiade long ago; but 
ho hoped that linfoio tlio surveys were 
made and settlers were brought in, roads 
would be conatruoted to make thu 
country accesaiblo unil valuable for set- 
tlcmont. 

iMr. Croft said tliut thu Jast speaker 
had compared the rovoiiucs collected in 
Now Weatiniiisler district with the col- 
lections on the Island, and ho Imdatated 
that the appropriation for his district 
waa not in any way coniinensurato witli 
its contribution to tho provincial 
revenue. He had not said, however, 
that the greater part of the revenue re- 
ceived from Now Westminster district 
was the result of l^d sales. It would 
bo romembered that, the greater part of 
the southern end of Vancouvor Island 
had been alionatod to tho K. i; N. Rail- 
way company. One sale of .*o()0,0(ll) 
had boon made by this company, and if 
land sales were to be counted as a factor 
in entitling any. distriot to apprcipria- 
tioua, theao. anles should be token into 
consideration. The pessimistic, blue- 
ruin views of the opposition, 'if cir- 
culated abroad, were calculated to re- 
lard tho flood of immigration that had 
just commenced to flow toward our 
shores. Tinibermen had boon classed aa 
speculators -by the leader of the 
oppositiou; this statcniout was 
not deserved. Timber lauds until 
cleared wore of very little uso to tho 
ordinary settler. It was unfair and un- 
true to say that gooil lands were not to 
be found in liritisht 'oluinbi,.; lhoiis:iiids 
of acres of siilendiil lands were obtain- 
able on Vancouver island which only 
required clearing with tho scythe. Pro- 
ceeding, the hon. member for Cowielian 
referred lo the queations of encouraging 
the lumber indiiatry, establishing redue- 
lion works, and boniising the industry 
of horse raising. In regard lo the re- 
mission of duty upon ininiiig iiiiu-liinery 
il had been said that thu iiiacliiiiei'V 
could he made in ('aiiada. Possibly it 
coulil; but as the gre:iter part of the 
iiiaehiiiery w:is paliiited the royalties 
would aiiioiiiit lo almost . iir quite as inucli 
as tho duty ou iiii|iorteil iiiacliiiies, .Many 
pieces of plant required in Innibcr mills 
wero in exactly the same position :is 
mining niacliinery. It woiiM be well 
for the government to take into cuiisid- 
eralion the advisability of assialiiig lum- 
bering inaeliinery as well as that re- 
quired for the miner. (Ap[)!ause.) 

Mr. Martin, after contradicting the 
statementa made by his colleague from 
Cache Creek, in whixt he termed the re- 
sponsibility of the government for so- 
called "milures," congratulated the 
gratulated tho governinent on their clii- 
ciuiit nianugement of affairs. He di- 
rected attention to tin; neoessitv of pro- 
viding seed grain for Nicola, "where, de- 
spite the assertion of an anonymous cor- 
respondent in the Times, it was badly 
needed. Reverting to tho Chinese ques- 
tion, the hon. metnber for Yale paid that 
hu was not'in his seat a fow days ago 
when the hon. member for NewvVest- 
niinstcr had attacked him for his stand 
tlierenpoii. That hon. gentleman (Mr. 
•Junniiigliam) has accused him of being 
"iniioecnt," presumably he meiiiit "ver- 
ihiiit." Tho resolution which had been 
placed in his iiand by a friend, and 
which ho had never said was passed, 
Wiis diseiissed at a public Iiiecting at 
Westminster just as he had stated. He 
hail accused tlie member for Westmin- 
ster of iiieoiisistency. Here was what. 
Trtith, the newspa|)cr, had to say about 
him. Reading: ".-\l the anli-( 'liiiiese 
ineeling held in the city hall a few days 
ago Mr. 'I'lios. Cunniiigham, M. P. P. , said : 
'It is decidedly wrong in fact, almost 
a crime to em ploy I liese creatnres (Chin- 
ese) upon the streets of our fair city, 
when there are so in, my of our 
own race in our midst sul- 
fering fur the want of em|)luyiiient.' '' 
In the police court report iu the 
Siiine paper appeared this ileiii:- 
"Oii Saturday afternoon last Mr 
(JeorgeT. Dunn v.'as unloading somi 
wood al thu residence of Mr. Thomas 
('uiiiiingliani, .M. P. P., and Ah Chin, one 
of the three " domestics " employed by 
Mr. ('uimingham, locked the gate on 
him and took tlie key away. When 
.Mr. Dunn protested, the celestial ap- 
plied some very bad epithets to him. 
and when in the act of picking tip a 
stick Mr. D. grasped him by the shoul- 
ders and thumped his head on the 
ground, giving him a black eyo. Tho 
Chi namandemed everything of an ^gres- 
sive nature on his part, and said that 
the assault waa unprovoked. The de- 
fenihint waa fined §2.50 without OOStS." 
He (Mr. Mortin) would let these two 
items apeak for themselves of Mr. Cun- 
ningham's consistency, and elo.seil his 
remarks by expressing the opinion that 
the estiin.ites showed a fair distribii- 
tiuii fur the entire eiiuiitry. (Applause). 

.Mr. Ciiiiiiingliam, rising,' in e\iilaiia- 
tioii, s;lid that in the c.lse i|lloted 
"Truth" was not " t he Iriit li. '' At no 
ineeling had he ever iii.ide use of the ex- 
pression credited to him; the report was 
utterly and empliatie:i.lly false. 
.Mr. .Martin -Oli, come oil'. 
Mr. Ciiiiiiinghaiii--Never in my life 
ilid 1 use such language. 

Mr. .Martin -ICIi ! What's that ? 
Mr. Cunningham (impressively) — No, 
sir 1 Never in my life. 

.Mr. Siiiilli .voiild liave very little to .say 
iqioii (lie i|iiestiun of tlie estimates as he 
thuuglit tliey had lieen pretty fully dis- 
cussed. He ivas gla.l lo see that exten- 
sive surveys were providerl for, and 
hoped that a portion of the money ap- 
projiriated under this head would be 
expended for explorations in the 
northern part of Lillooet and the 
Botithorn part of Cariboo. Tins por- 
tion of country was very little 
known but it possessed wonder- 
ful possihilitioa as .an Agriculturui 
and as a grazing conntry. Its climate 
w as temperate, and it had no fierce win- 
ter storms, such aa hail worked deatruc- 
liun:uid caused such heavy lo.sses in 
ot her ii:u ts of tho province this year. 
Ru;i Is Mero very necessary in Kmpire 
valley and ol her parts of Lill"oct, and 
he IiuiiimI that lhey would not be for- 
gotten. .•Xiiollier qiiesliiin which he 
hoped the governineiil would give atieii- 
tioii lo was the possiblo removal of the 
lndi:.ns from the Lillooet reserves, 
which covered some of the best ininera' 
claims in llie province. The:ie inineral 
lands ciaild not be developed is long as 
the liidiaua held ])os3Cssion, and their 
developmenl wo'tid contribute to the 
in'osperily ul the iirovince. Referring 
to the eoiilracl sysleiii, he explained 
from his own observelion how in the 
district of Lillouel il was often cheaper 
and better ofl limes for proiinciiil 
works to be perforiiied by d^ay labor, 
lie Ihought llial in tlieir luiiii.qr.iiieul 
of public works, as well its in all i-tlier 
departiiieiils, the present ginerniiieiil 
had proved a wise and capable one. 
(Cheers.) 

Mr. Nason briefly endorsed the )iru- 
mier's remarks upon the auccesa of the 
BarkervtUe reduction works, referred to 
their necessity, usefulness and pructicul 
benefit, and urged th«s government to 
rebuild them at the earliest possible 
date. 

The remarlis of the hon. junior niem- 
bor for Cariboo wero full of hard, iirac- 
lieal sense, and were well rccoivoil by 
the llouau. 

Hon. Mr. I'ooley said that ho had not 
intended to say anything on the esti- 
inalus us tho ground had been already 
well coverud, but tho hon. member for 
Westminster districl (Mr. Ladner) had 
in his remarks introduced a compari.son 
of the estiiiiatea, in wliiel. he had al- 
Icinpted lo show that tho Island liuil 
been favored at the expense of the 
Mainland. Tho remarks of that hon. 
goiillemaii had come in very bad taste, 
as ho had lo satisfy hia views and his 
own aigiimciit, distorted both facts and 
lignrcs. In dili'oieiit parts of the coun- 
try largo public works wore provided 
for, outaide of roads and bridges, Nov/ 
Westminitov distriot ulune thus reoiv- 



ing 5(1.59,000. The hon. gentleman, Mr. 
Livdner, said nothing about whut West, 
minstor distriot received in this and 
other ways in addition to rotuls mid 
bridges.^ The lion, genthman hud beon 
most disingenuous in his statements; 
what he had said he had said so that lie 
might be reported in the papers anil his 
remarks thus go to tho country and 
have the eiruet of misropruscntiiig the 
govornment in the oyes of the people 
and causing them to believe that in the 
estimates the various districts had not 
beon impartially dealt with. On tho 
whole. New Woatminater district had 
received over §2.50,000 hi tho oatimitteB, 
and yet tho hon. muinber who repre- 
sented that distriot claimed that it liad 
been unfairly dealt with. It waa stupid 
attacks like hia from tho oppo.sitiou 
benches that caused tho people of the 
province not to respect the oppoailion. 
It was , such attaqks , Jhat induced the 
people to pronbunee theirverdiol! that the 
present memboi^ of the opposition' wero 
not oajmble of forming the policy of a go- 
verntnent^; or. directing a, country's 
■affairs. The'lsader of the opposition— 
notwithstanding the fact that bis fol- 
lowers wore dindeil, and each toUowed 
an imlependent line of bis own, he iiitisb 
still be regarded us the leader— hail ac- 
ouaed the governinent of bribing thu 
electors with their own money. ( 'ould 
a greater insulthavo been oll'cred to the 
electors? To say that they would accept 
bribes was' to say that lhey were in- 
capable of exerci.iiiig the franchise. Hi; 
wished to bring this stalement home to 
tho leader of the opposiUim, as the 
electors would hear of it, and they 
would have something lo say about it 
al the nuxt election. 'I'lie leader of tho 
opposition had faileil lo find a vulner- 
able point in which lie could Ht rike tliu 
governmenl, and he had used such lan- 
guage as had surprised him (Hon. Mr. 
Pooley) and which might have onlylicen 
expected from some iniloi tuiiato at the 
street iroriiura. Howuvcr, ho (Hon. Mr. 
Pooley) had not lost his sel f-rospect , 
and he pronounced the remarks of tlio 
opposition leader iu very h,ul taste. 
Tho government were placed whiirc 
they were by Uio peuplo ; limy 
dill not make llieinselves, luiil they 
would have lo reliirii to the pfo]ilo 
.again al an early ihite. The present 
govcrmiieiit wanted the iiilel ligciil men 
of the province to iiiiderstainl iiml in- 
vestigate all their acts; all that (hoy 
did was fair, open anil above board. If 
the leader of the opposition could point 
lo one dishonorable i;r disctcditalilii act, 
lei him come forward and do so. (Cheers. ) 

Mr. Orr said that the iliscusaioii of 
the estimates afforded a sort of political 
Domiy brook, when tho private history 
ct almost everyone, from Julius Ciesar 
to Parnell, was discussed. He tliere- 
111)011 entered upon a criticism of gov- 
ernment acts, and in the course of bis 
speech said that he had been iuformed 
members of the present government 
were largely interested in the timber 
milling iuduatry in the province, 

Hon. Mr. Rohson — Name ! Name ! 
' iilv. Orr. attempted to proceed, and 
Hon. Mr. Robson continued to call for 
the name of the nioinber of the govern - 
ment whom he accused. Mx. Orr fiiial- 
Ipsaid that he tiad beard that the pre- 
mier himself was interrated. 

Hon. Mr. Robson denied tbo'chargc 
and pronounced tlie insinuation of I he 
meinher for Wcstininater district cow- 
ardly and unjustifialile. 

Mr. Orr said that he was not speak- 
ing from any personal knowleilije ; sim 
jily from what he had beard. 

Hon. .Mr. Robson — If ymi accept 
everything you hear in the coni]Kniy yoii 
keep as trno, you will have a strange ar- 
ray of facts. 

Mr. Orr in closing his remarks re- 
ferred to Mr. C^unninghain's eulogy of 
the government and particularly of the 
premier, of whom nothing too good 
could be snid. He could runiemhur 
when .Mr. Cunningham could Iind no 
language too black with which to puiut 
that same liou. geiitleinaii. 

Mr. Cunningham ileiiied having ever 
been an enemy to Mr. Robson. 

Hon. .Mr. Ro'usou sai.l liiat hu lia 
known Mr. Cunniiigliairi for thirty 
years, and lie had always beon one of 
his warm |)ersonal friends. 

Hon. jAir. Heaven — Aa explaniilinns 
were in order, said that he wished to 
deny in toto the statement of the presi 
dent of the council that he had said that 
tbe electors of British Colniiibia were 
unfit to exercise the franchise. 

Hon .Mr. Robson — \'i)ii wild it by 
logical deduction. 

Mr. Hiislam addressed the House 
upon the policy of the- governmenl in 
dealing with tne timber industry, and 
on motion of Messrs. Duok and Thom- 
son the debate was adjourned until tbe 
next sitting of the House.
